In fairness to him, 
she had reportedly already made: statements about being 
better suited to deal with women’s and children’s matters. 
Anyway, with Parker already leading in the vote from. the 
first Democratic primary, it would surprise us if McPhillips 
is able to pull Off this upset... °... starting out behind and 
then causing this uproar with only a couple of weeks to 
mend fences. Susan Parker got a little over 48% of the vote 
in the three candidate race and therefore was within two 
percent of winning without a runoff, 


Will we or will we not approve a statewide lottery in 
Alabama the next time around? That is the big question as 
the governor's race heats up with this as a major issue and 
poll takers again making projections on the outcome of 
such a proposal. With the incumbent governor continually 
promoting the issue and his Aeeueat Opponent voicing 
Opposition, it should make for a hot debate through the 
summer and fall months. Opponents should realize that the 
fight will be different this time around. Proposed lottery 
bills will surely have different wording, and it will not be 
as easy to shoot holes in the details. If we were wrjting bills 
for a new state lottery, it would be so squeaky clean that the 
moral issue would be the only argument anyone could use 
to gain no votes. In fact if a flaw slipped in, was found and 
became an issue, we would publically admit the mistake 
and make immediate corrections . . , ... to get that squeaky 
clean look which is necessary to pass any sort of gambling 
bill. That is, of course, unless it is something the legislature 
can do for the dog track folks!

On Sept. 15, 1941, 1 became 
one ,of many GI’s who took an 
oath to die rather than give up 
that coat of freedom. 

"Téday, at age 83; I still proud- 
ly wear it never to be outdated: 
I served in WWII in the 121st 
Infantry the 8th Infantry divi- 
sion the combat and service 
awards. I received» one 
European African Middle 
Eastern Service Medal with five 
battle stars - one for Normandy, 
France; one for Northern 
France; one for Rhineland; one 
for Central Europe; one for the 
Hurtgen Forest: in Germany; 
one Purple Heart for wounds 
received in combat action 


‘against the enemy; one Bronze 


Star for meritorious. achieve- 
ment in ground combat against 
the armed enemy; one Combat 
Infantryman. Badge - ground 
combat; one Presidential Unit 
citation battle honors for the 
Hurtgen Forest in Germany, 
one WWIL Victory medal) one 
American Defense medal; one 
Army of Occupation medal, 
one.

Last. week the Elba Clipper 
ran a letter to the editor trom 
Sheriff Ben Moates in response 
to-a so-called “politcal ad”. It 
wasn't a political ad, but just 
another reminder of the pain 
and anguish everyone. feels 
when the death of Kacy Clark is 
brought back for the public to 
view. 

Unlike the Sheriff the press 
has hever asked me about the 
chase. | have been asked by 
countless citizens who wanted 
to Know the truth about that 
night, and have never failed to 
satisfy their concerns and ques- 
tions. 

Since the October Grand Jury 
I have stood by. and witnessed 
the truth about Kacy Clark's 
death being overshadowed by 
countless lies and rumors in an 
attempt to hold me: personally 
responsible. 

The Elba Clipper printed the 
truth about how the events 
unfolded on the night of April 
8th, 2000 that led up to Ms. 
Clark's death, But the truth was 
not what the friends and family 
wanted to accept. It’s easier to 
personify the pain, emptiness, 
and anger with me and seek 
some type of revenge. 

The ad stated Ms. Clark was 
“killed” in a high-speed chase 
initiated by Deputy Mark 
Anderson. How does any law 
enforcement officer initiate a 
chase? When a law enforcement 
officer activates the blue lights 
in order to pull someone over, 
po ce page reer So 


from us that night. Everyone 
who has voiced his or her opin- 
ion has the luxury of knowing it 
was a_ sixteen-year-old Zion 
Chapel honor student. Someone 
please tell Tim and I how we 
were supposed to know that on 
April 8th. There was no way for 
us to know. 

People sit at home and watch 
police chases on television and 
think it’s exciting. The truth ts 
that it is terrifying and no law 
enforcement officer wants to 


chase someone, But all of us in. 


law enforcement will pursue 
when the time comes. It comes 
with the job. The issue of to 
pursue or not is one that is chal 
lenged every time a chase ends 
as tragic as this one did. But this 
is not about the pros and cons of 
pursuits. This 18 about one pur 
suit and the people who*live 
with it. 

On April 8th, 2000 at about 
10:54 p.m., 
Tim Allen and 1 were traveling 
north on Hwy. 125. north of 
Hwy. 167, We meet a vehicle 
traveling south on Hwy. 125 
that was shown on our radar 
speeding at 89 mph. 1 slowed 
my patrol unit (a brown 
Chevrolet with all the reflective 
markings and-a top light) and 
activated my blue lights“As we 
pulled to the shoulder of the 
road we could tell the vehicle 
had. not slowed as it passed us, 
but appeared to have sped up. | 
turned around and started after 
that vehicle that had «at least a 
90-mph head start 

As Tim and | approached the 
intersection. of Hwys. 125 and 
L67: we. saw the vehicle puss 
another car traveling south on 
125, and: upon reaching 167, 
turn right and head north. When 
we reached the intersection | 
activated omy siren and 
informed dispatch of the chase, 
Once on Hwy. 167 the vehicle 
was more than 3/4 miles ahead 
of us. ‘Tint and | would lose 
Sight of the taillights at times, 
but again see thenvas we topped 
the hills, On the hill leading 
down. to Clower Bridge we saw 
the vehicle ‘pass two. cars ‘also 
headed. north and: force two 
southbound cars to the shoulder 
of the road, Tim, and I ‘were 
coming, off Clower. Bridge 
when we observed the- brake 
lights of the vehicle as it disap- 
peared around the curve. As we 
entered the curve we both saw 
the vehicle finishing a turn 
around the left shoulder of the 
road: | pulled into the south- 
bound lane-in order to keep the 
vehicle form going past us. The 
vehicle continued to gain speed 
and never made ‘an evasive 
maneuver as we drew closer. | 
pulled the car hard to the right 
and crossed over to the right 
shoulder of the road and turned 
around, 

At this point the chase took a 
more serious atmosphere for 
Tim and I. In our minds this was 
someone dangerous, Someone 
who was willing to do whatever 
it took not to be caught. Neither 
of us could have ever dreamed 
what the ‘next few minutes 
would reveal to us, 

The vehicle was now. travel- 
ing south on 167, We were gain- 
ing on the vehicle at this point. 
Suddenly the vehicle turned 
right on CR209 and disap- 
peared from our sight. As we 
turned on 209 I lost control of 
our yehicle and ran into the 
right shoulder of the road 
almost coming to a complete 
stop before getting back on 209 
and continuing. We could not 
see the vehicle but the dust in 
our headlights told us the vehi- 
cle was still on 209, As we 
topped a small grade further 
down 209 the car appeared back 
in our sight. The yehicle lost 
control slightly as it entered the 
curve leading down to the 
bridge on 209 but compensated 
and disappeared around the 
curve, When we came out of the 
curve Tim and I watched as the 
vehicle crossed the bridge and 
ran straight off into the ditch 
and embankment and begin 
rolling over, 

The chase ended there. Now 
began the hurt, the pain and the 
emptiness felt by those left 
behind to make some sense of 
something so tragic. The truth 
of that night gave way to the 
lies and rumors that seemed to 
have started immediately, The 
lies and rumors about me and

All of these lies and many. 
more were investigated and 
proven to be just that-lies. 
Everything concerning the 
chase and the lies and rumors 
after the chase were investigat- 
ed by other agencies and head- 
ed-up by the DA’s office at the 
request of Sheriff Ben Moates. 
If any of the rumors or lies had 
uny merit, it would have been 
on the frontof every newspaper 
around. But there was nothing 
there. You cannot change the 
truth 

Everyone who wants to 
believe Something was covered 
up in a conspiracy between the 
Sheriff's Office, the State 
Troopers, the DA's Office, the 
Dept. of Forensic Sciences and 
any other law enforcement 
agency in order to protect Tim 
Allen and 1 will-never accept 
the truth. Thats something they 
will-have to live with. The 
answers are there. They have 
been all along. 

Kacy Clark did not run 
because she was afraid of Mark 
Anderson or the Police-she ran 
because she did not want to face 
the consequences of an 89 mph 
speeding ticket. The ad also 
made the statement 
“Remember, this could have 
been your son. or. daughter.” For 
those of you reading this ask 
yourself, “What. would my child 
have done?” Would he/she have 
pulled over or would he/she 
have-ran?”” 

As parents, all we can do is 
raise our children the best we 
can and hope and pray they 
make the right decisions in life. 
Tragically, Kacy Clark made 
her decision on April 8th to run 
and now so many people are 
paying the price for it.

Clark. But I will not and cannot 
apologize for doing my job. | 
will continue to do my job just 
as.
